Episcopal Mission Board 
Splits on Panama Confer- 
ence Because of Roman 
Catholic Protest— Five 
Members Resign. 


New York, October 26.—Five members 
of the board of missions of the Episco- 
pal church resigned today when the 
board's quarterly meeting refused to re- 
scind a resolution, adopted last May, 
to participate in the Panama intefde- 
nominational missionary conference, to 
be held in February. The board reach- 
ed a vote only after five hours of con- 
troversy, much of it heated, and mark- 
ing the most turbulent meeting the 
board ever held, according to the older 
members. The vote was 26 to 23. 

The five members who resigned were 
Bishop Reginald H. Weller, Fond Du 
Lac; Bishop G. Mott Williams, Mar- 
quette, Mich.; Bishop Alfred Harding, 
Washington, D. C.; Rev. Dr. Selden P. 
Blaney, Milwaukee, and Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam T. Manning, of Trinity church, 
New York city. 

Roman Catholic Protest. 

The Roman Catholic church, through 
its missions, several months ago de- 
clined an invitation to participate in 
the Panama conference because it be- 
lieved the plans of the conference were 
hostile to the Roman Catholic church. 
Because of this action of the Roman 
Catholic church some members of the 
Episcopal mission board wanted to re- 
scind thé resolution to participate in 
the conference, 

Bishop Richard H. Nelson. of Al- 
bany, N. Y., announced that while he 
was entirely in sympathy with the five 
dissenters, he would remain on the 
board to oppose the proposal to send 
delegates to the conference. 

The Right Rev. Arthur S. Lioyd, of 
New York, president of the board, sug- 
gested that the resignations would not 
be acted on until tomorrow, “when the 
strain of our five-hour Struggle will 
have cooled.” The meeting accepted 
this suggestion and adjourned. 

Developments of the board meeting 
confirmed previous reports that the 
proposed plans of the Panama confer- 
ence, as well as what was claimed as 
the virtual exclusion of Roman Cath- 
olics, had created great feeling in the 
Protestant HEpiscopal church. ‘ It was 
stated that the high church members 
were generally opposed to participa- 
tion, while the low church members 
generally favored it. 

Today's controversy disclosed the fact 
that the mid-western synod, which met 
in Chicago recently, also opposed the

Panama conference would deal largely 
with co-operative plans for extension 
of missionary work in Central and 
South Africa. Bishop William Rojas, 
of the Roman Catholic diocese of Pan- 
ama, issued a strong attack on the ob- 
jects of the conference, and shortly 
after this the first open opposition de- 
veloped in the Protestant Episcopal 
church. 

The question of electing delegates to 
represent the Episcopal board of mis- 
sions at the conference came up be- 
fore today’s meeting. Dr. Manning 
then introduced a resolution rescind- 
ing the resolution adopted at the last 
meeting. He contended that when the 
Episcopal board decided to participate 
in the conference at Panama it acted 
under a misconception of the real ob- 
jects proposed by the leaders of the 
conference. 

Tense Feeling Caused, 

Various clerical and lay members of 
the board followed Dr. Manning in the 
discussion. Bishop Weller caused a 
tense feeling in the meeting when he 
declared that to participate in the con- 
ference, under present proposed condi- 
tions, would be a direct attack at the 
Roman Catholic church and that no 
denomination could attack another de- 
nomination and reconcile its ideals of 
Christianity. 

The Rev. Reese F. Alsop, of Brook- 
lyn, stoutly defended the sending of 
delegates, declaring that the meeting 
at Panama would be solely a confer- 
ence, not a co-operative congress. He 
also took the ground that the board, 
having gone on record as favoring the 
Panama conference, could now revoke 
its former attitude. A number of others 
aided the Rev. Mr. Alsop in the de- 
fense. 

After all members present had had 
an opportunity to state their opinions, 
Bishop Weller arose again and, after 
a few remarks, intimated that the feel- 
ing over the Panama conference was 
so keen in his diocese that it might 
cause a break in the church. A few 
minutes later the vote was taken, and 
Bishop Weller was the first to tender 
his resignation. 

The discussion will be resumed at 
the second session tomorrow, when the 
question of instructing the ten or 
twelve delegates to be elected will 
come before the board.

CAN’T MAINTAIN 
ORDER IN MEXICO 


Athens, Ga., October 26.—(Special.)»— 
Major W. R. Kendrick, known to mili- 
tary men over the state as “Dad” Ken- 
drick, commandant of the University 
of’ Georgia cadet corps for more than 
two years past, and recently detailed 
to join his command on the Mexican 
border, is here on a leave of absence. 
He leaves January 5 for Chin Chin, 
China, where he will be for five years 
attached to the Amerigan legation. 

Major Kendrick says conditions on 
the Texas-Mexico border are appalling, 
aside from disorder and raids, the ap- 
peal to humanity is great, food supplies 
having been confiscated by the govern- 
ment across the Rio Grande and hun- 
dreds daily coming into Texas in a piti- 
ful physical condition, many literally 
starving.

MONEY AVAILABLE 
FOR THE TEACHERS 


Requisition on Governor for 
$1,375,981 to Be Paid by 
Reserve Banks — Fulton 
Does Not Need Fund. 


Requisition was made by the state 
department of education yesterday 
upon Governor Harris for $1,375,981.75 
for the payment of the back due sala- 
ries of the state’s school teachers due 
for the first nine months of 1915. This 
payment will be made by discounting 
the warrants of the governor issued to 
each county through the Atlanta fed- 
eral bank, as was provided for by a 
law enacted by the last general as- 
sembly. 

Owing to the fact that many coun- 
ties have already made their financial 
arrangements for the payment of their 
teachers, and will, therefore, probably 
not find it convenient to avail them- 
selves of the reserve bank's effort to 
discount at 8 per cent, it is expected 
that not more than half of the total 
sum of the county apportionment-will 
be called for. 

Fulton county’s apportionment 
amounts te $13,000. The apportion- 
ment’ of Atlanta, whose system is séep- 
arate from the county system, amounts 
to $65,000.

$2,000,000 Is Due. 

Of the annual appropriation of

this year so far. The requisition 
drawn upon the governor yesterday 
would. pay 75 per cent of the year’s 
entire appropriation, or up until Octo- 
per.

GREEK GOVERNMENT 
WARNED BY VENIZELOS 


That Its Control in Deputies 
Depends’ on His Followers. 
Crisis Narrowly Averted. 


Athens, October 26.—(Via London.)— 
Another cabinet crisis has been nar- 
rowly averted. During a debate in 
the chamber of deputies a difference 
of opinion developed between Stephen 
Dragoumis, minister of finance, and 
Eleutherios Venizelos, former premier, 
and leader of the majority party. The 
debate was on the subject of Turkish 
properties in Macedonia which were 
confiscated after the Balkan war. Heat- 
ed remarks were exchanged and there 
were constant interruptions from the 
government side. 

M. Venizelos tartly reminded the 
government that its control of the 
chamber depended entirely on the votes 
of his party. The chamber was thrown 
into confusion and the sitting was sus- 
pended. 

The cabinet assembled hastily and 
as a result of its consultation M. Dra- 
goumis made conciliatory explanations 
which brought about a settlement. 
CALLS FOR OVERTHROW 
OF RUMANIAN CABINET. 

Amsterdam, October 26.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—-Calls for the overthrow of Pre- 
mier Bratiano, of Rumania. were 
shouted during a meeting yesterday in 
Bucharest, presided over by former 
Ministers Take Jonescu and Filipesco, 
at which a resolution was adopted fa- 
voring Rumania’s intervention in the 
war, according to a telegram from ‘

GERMANS DRIVING 
AT THE RUSSIANS 
ON DVINARIVER LINE 


Undaunted by Repeated 
Failures, Von Hindenburg 
Is Making Another Furious 
Effort to Advance.

London, October 26.—-On the eastern 
and western fronts, heavy fighting con- 
tinues. In the Riga and Dvinsk re- 
gions of Russia the German Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg, undaunted by re- 
peated failures to reach the Russian 


fortresses on the Dvina river, is mak- 


ing another furious effort. Berlin re- 
ports today were that he had made 
further progress, particularly near 
Illoukst, Along the rest of the line, 
through the provinees of Vilna, Grodno 
and in Galicia, there have been battles 
at many points with the advantage 
first on one side and then on the other. 

The struggle in the Champagne re~ 
zion of France, begun when the French 
captured a portion of the La Courtine 
works from the Germans, is still in 
progress. The French claim they have 
extended their gains here by taking an 
advanced trench north of Massiges. 

Rome records further progress 
against the Austrians, and that the 
Italians are establishing themselves in 
newly gained positions. The offensive 
here has as its objective the capture of 
the Austrian fortress of Gorizia. 


RUSSIANS STOP 
GERMAN RUSHES. 


Petrograd, October 26.—Today’s gen- 
eral headquarters communication fol- 
lows: 

“On the left bank of the Dvina, 
south of Ikskul, the Germans a&dtempt- 
ed by a sudden attack without artil- 
lery preparations to rush one of our 
works, but they were discovered in 
time and repulsed by our fine. 

“On the Dvina from the region of 
Linden, below Friedrichstadt, there has 
been artillery and rifle fire. On the 
left bank of the Dvina, west of Jacob- 
stadt, a spirited artillery duel has oc- 
curred. In the region east of llloukst 
a further unsuccessful German attack 
was delivered. 

“Fighting near the village of Voyn- 
suny, west of Lake Boginskoie, termi- 
nated in our occupation of the village. 
On the rest of the front southward as 
far as the Pripet region there is noth- 
ing to report. 

“On the left bank of the Styr, north- 
west of Rafalovka, our troops stormed 
the village of Vulkagaluziska, captur- 
ing prisoners and machine guns. An 
offensive by the enemy against the 
village of Medviejie, northwest of 
Czartorysk, was repulsed. 

“The enemy, having deployed large 
forces to attack our-troops north of 
the village of Kukll, to the north of 
Kolki, our troops, after severe fighting, 
taking the enemy on the flank, suc- 
ceeded in repulsing him, capturing 
seven officers and more than two hun- 
dred men.” 

“In the fighting amnounced in yes- 
terday’s communication near the vil- 
lage of Komaroos, our success was due 
to the fine qualities our troops dis- 
played. Thanks to their self-sacrifice, 
the initial success of the enemy, who 
drove in one of our detachments, ended 
in his envelopment. He suffered enor- 
mous losses. The number of prisoners 
reported yesterday continues to grow, 
and includes many Germans. 

“West of the village of Volitza, north 
of Novo Alexiniec, three enemy at- 
tacks were repulsed, Heaps of enemy 
dead cover the ground. 

‘Caucasian front: On the 24th, about 
noon, a Turkish detachment, profiting 
by the fog, crossed the river Arkhave 
and four times attacked one of our sec- 
‘wors on our front to the southeast of 
Khopa. All the attacks were repulsed. 
Our losses were insignificant 

“Southeast of Lake Tortfim, near 
Khart Pass and the village of Keghyk, 
there were advance guard engage- 
ments. The remainder, of the front is 
without change.” 


BATTLE CONTINUES

DOUBLY ASSAULTED, 
SERBS SLOWLY RETIRE 
BEFORE THE INVADERS 


In Northeast Corner of Ser- 
bia Austro-Germans and 
Bulgarians Are About to 
Merge—Advance Is Slow 
and Bloody for Invaders. 


London, October 26.—Serbian troops 
eo gallantly holding the little north- 
eastern corner of their country, where 
the Austro-German and Bulgarian 
armies are about to merge, are being 
slowly forced back. The Marquis of 
Lansdowne, minister without portfolio 
in the British cabinet, regretfully an- 
nounced to the house of lords tonight 
that he feared they could not much 
longer withstand the attackers. 

In fact all along the northern and 
eastern frontiers of Serbia the in- 
vaders are making steady progress, 
although at great cost, as the Serbians, 
now that they have reached the hills, 
are making them pay heavily for 
every mile covered. 

It is only in the south, where the 
French havé joined the Serbians, that 
ithe Bulgarians are being held. Hero 
the French and Serbians are entrench- 
ing themselves and awaiting reinforce- 
ments which they hope will enable 


Macedonia. 

At some points the Serbians even 
have assumed the offensive and have 
captured the town of Veles, on the 
Nish-Saloniki railway. 


ALLIES TO DEAL 
BLOW FOR BLOW. 


Great Britain and France, according 
to the Marquis of Lansdowne, are dis- 
patching a strong force to the Near 
Kast and are only awaiting the report 
of General Sir Charles / Carmichael! 
Monro, the new British commander on 
the Gallipoli peninsula, and other mili- 
tary and naval advisers to decide 
where they will be used. Great Brit- 
ain and France, the marquis said, had 
taken up the challenge of the central 
powers in the Near Fast, as elsewhere, 
and were preparing to strike blow for 
blow, and hoped eventually to receive 
the support of Greece and Rumania, 
although they were not depending upon 
them. Lord Lansdowne placed the num- 
ber of British troops already landed 
at Saloniki at approximately 138,000. 

Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign 
minister, today told the house of com- 
mons that Great Britain's offer to 
cede Cyprus to Greece had lapsed, as 
Greece had not fulfilled her treaty ob- 
ligations to Serbia. The British minis- 
ter at Athens is reported to be making 
representations to Greece with respect 
to the use ef Saloniki as a base for 
the allies, and also with regard te 
Greece's future action.

“In the Ledro valley we completed 
the conquest of the left bank of the 
Ponale river by occupying on October 
25 the districts of Mezzelago, Molino 
and Bezzeco, taking a number of pris- 
oners. ' 

“The enemy brought an intense artil- 
lery fire from Monte Creino and the 
Riva defenses yesterday against Dosso 
Casino and Dosso Remit, south of the 
depression of the Doppio, conquered 
on the 24th, without shaking the re- 
sistance of our troops, who are well 
established in these positions. 

“On the upper Cordavale and upper 
Rienz we continue to exert pressure on 
thé enemy’s lines. Im the valley of the 
Pontedbana torrent our troops reached 
the crest of Rauchkofel, damaging the 
enemy's defenses. 

“Along the Isonzo front an intense 
artillery duel continues, while our in- 
fantry is establishing itself firmly in 
newly gained positions. We repulsed 
several small counter attacks yester- 
day in the Pava zone and on the Carso, 
taking thirty-nine prisoners. 

“Our aeroplanes on October 24 ef- 
fectively bombarded the enemy's camps 
on the Bainsizza plateau and the Carso. 
An enemy aeroplane was put to flight 
by the machine gun fire of one of our 
aeroplanes. All our aeroplanes re- 
turned to our lines undamageéd.”

Reasons for Saloniki Expedition. 


Earl Loreburn, interrupting, said: “I 
didn’t say that. What asked was 
if you had naval and military opinion 
to justify you in your decision.” 

The Marquis of Lansdowne: “I quite 
understand that Earl Loreburn should 
dislike the idea of what might be de- 
scribed as this further effort on our 
part at a time when we are making 
so many efforts in different parts of 
the world. 

“Under what circumstances has a 
British force been sent to Saloniki? I 
Should like to recall the position in 
the month of September. The central 
powers had made no progress in the 
western theater for a long time. They, 
indeed, had been successfully attack- 
ed and pushed back at several points. 
,;On the Russian front their advance, 
overwhelming at first, had received a 
serious check. The Italians were 
pressing their offensive, and in the 
minor theaters of the war—Mesopota- 
mia, for example—success was resting 
with our arms. - 

“That being the situation the central 
powers very naturally looked about to 
discover some new direction in which 
to seek for a decision satisfactory to 
themselves. Their choice fell, as it was 
not likely to fall, on a great attempt 
to make good in southeastern Europe, 
through Bulgaria, to threaten our 
forces in Gallipoli and Constantinople, 
and perhaps Egypt, to say nothing of 
the vaster aspirations which perhaps 
lay behind. 


Serbia Appealed for Help. 


“That great project became doubly 
attractive from the moment when, mos: 
unfortunately, Bulgaria threw her in- 
fluence on their side. There was one 
obstacle, and only one, to that project. 
The key of the situation lay in the 
western corner of Serbia. 

“We found Serbia threatened by a 
formidable concentration of troops, and 
I cannot help here paying tribute to the 
wonderful gallantry with which Serbia 
withstood two succeeding invasions and 
her struggles against a third. She will 
afford one of the most glorious chap- 
ters of this great war. 

“Under the circumstances Serbia 
made a direct appeal to us for help. But 
it was not only Serbia that invoked our 
co-operation. 

“Serbia was bound by Greece by geo- 
graphical propinquity, by common in- 
terests in this war and by treaty obli- 
gations. Moreover, it was only through 
Grecian territory that help could pos- 
sibly reach Serbia; it was only by the

“Venizelos was still in power, and 
at his instance we undertook to pro- 
vide a force for the purpose of enabling 
Greece to fulfil her treaty obligations 
to Serbia. It was under such circum- 
stances that we sent such troops as 
were avatlable to Saloniki. It was a 
small force because only a small force 
could be collected at ‘the time. 


Larger Force Prepared. 


“The French government, on their 
side, dispatched a force which is now 
on the spot, and which apparently at 
this moment is engagéd with the Bul- 
garians on the eastern frontier of Ser- 
bia. At the same time a larger force 
was prepared for service in southeast- 
ern Europe, and transports were taken 
out for the purpose of conveying it to 
its destination. 

“I suggest that these steps—incom- 
plete, no doubt—were taken with 
great promptitude, and they were the 
only ones which could be taken to re- 
lieve the position of Serbia. Thev were 
taken after full deliberation with the 
naval and military advisers. 

“The British force at Saloniki, 13,- 
000 in round numbers, may be regard- 
ed as the precursor of a larger force 
which has been put under orders. At 
the same time the use to which that 
force will be put must depend on the 
situation when it arrives at the scene. 

“Events have moved very rapidly in 
that part of the world. There have 
been two quite recent developments 
which profoundly affected the military 
and political situation. The first was 
the deliberate decision of the Greek

The states of the northern half of the 
Atlamtic slope make millions of yards of 
cotton cloth every year. Many cotton 
mills are also run in some cities of the 
south, 


The purport of the foregoing statement 

is that the bulk of cotton manufactures in 
the United States is confiped to the states 
of the northeast, chiefly New England, while 
the southern states are placed in the class 
of the “also rans.”’ 
The truth of the matter is, as authentic 
| figures show, more of the cotton crop of the 
south is manufactured in the south than in 
New England. 

We are confident there is no intentional 
misrepresentation here. Surely Mr. Frye, 
who is international geographical au- 
thority, educator of wide repute and 
author books dealing with geo- 
graphical would not have wit- 
tingly permitted a gross error of this sort 
to have crept into one of his publications. 
Nor is it to be credited for a moment that 
Ginn & Co. would think of sending out a 
book from their presses which states almost 
the reverse of the true facts of the case. 

It is evidently a case of sheer careless- 
ness. Somebody’ whose duty it is to keep 
abreast the times and edit text-books to tell 
of conditions of today, has, apparently, gone 
to sleep on the job. This statement as to 
the manufactures situation was all 
right for the conditions of twenty years 
azo; apparently it has not been edited since 
that ‘time.

What are the facts regarding cotton 
manufactures in the United States? In 
brief, the southern states now manufacture 
over half a million bales more cotton every 
year than the states of the north and east, 
and for twelve years past the cotton-growing 
states have manufactured as much or more 
cotton than the “northern half of the At- 
lantic slope.” 

The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record of 
October 21 gives the figures as follows:

realization that the trend 
of the cotton manufacture is naturally 
and economicalls toward the south, 
northern mill and financial interests have 
invested heavily in southern cotton mills. 
A study of the figures showing the con- 
sumption of cotton by bales in the south, 
as compared with the north, illuminates 
this fact. In 1890 the south consumed 
in its mills 546,000 bales of cotton, or 
only about one-third as much as the 
northern mills. By 1900 the advance in 
southern cotton manufacture had been 
so rapid that the south took 1,000,000 
bales for its mills, some 450,000 bales less 
than the north, and in 1903 it overtook 
the north in consumption of American- 
rown cotton, outranking it by over 
0,000 bales. 

For the next few years, from 1904 to 
1909, the two sections ran about even, 
first one and then the other taking the 
greater amount of cotton. But starting 
with 1910, the consumption of American- 
grown cotton in the south has continu- 
ously exceeded that of the north, until 
in the year ending July, 1915, southern 
mills consumed a total of 3,163,388 bales, 


With the 


an increase of 100,000 bales over the year 
before, and surpassing northern takings 
by 545,000 bales. 

When it is considered that this ex- 
ceeds the consumption of cotton by 
southern mills in 1890 by 1,500,000 bales, 
the reader can form an idea of how wonr 
derfully the textile industry has ex- 
panded in the south. 

At present the south has a total of 
851 cotton mills. These have an aggre- 
gate of 13,346,480 spindles and 275,000 
looms. Each year finds new mills being 
erected in all parts of the south, but 
especially in the Piedmont section, and 
this is also being followed by a steady 
improvement in the quality and variety 
of goods manufactured.

ROAD MAINTENANCE. 


About as foolhardy a thing as any man 
can do is to buy a costly piece of machinery, 
designed to perform a specific function, and 
immediately proceed to permit it gradually 
to get into a condition in which it cannot 
render the serviee for which it was intended. 

Apply this illustration to the county that 
builds a_ serviceable road, one good for 
traffic twelve months out of the year, when 
first completed, and the cost of neglect will 
be found to grow into figures that are ulti- 
mately appalling. The principle is iden- 
tically the same as with the neglected ma- 
chinery, but the expense and waste are far 
greater. 

Editor Paul T. Harber, of The Commerce 
Observer, strikingly presents this point in 
an editorial which The Constitution reprints 
today, in which he calls attention to the tre- 
mendous waste involved in the failure, not 
of one but of many counties, to maintain in 
travelable shape the roads they have built 
at great expense. Although it is one of the 
most important functions of a public. high- 
way to afford rural mail service, it is not a 
question of that alone. It is a matter of 
providing facile transportation for the 
products of every farm within reach of it, 
to the most available market. 

Properly graded and surfaced roads vary 
in cost according to the nature of the ma- 
terials used and their proximity. But $1,000 
a mile would be a low average cost of well 
constructed roads. There are many Georgia 
counties which will build 25 miles or more of 
such roads within a year. If the completed 
road is abandoned, no matter how good its 
condition to begin with, a few years of 
weather and usage will carry it back to the 
starting point, and it will require almost 
another $25,000 to restore it. On the other 
hand, with a regular repair squad giving it 
attention as needed, it could be preserved 
in‘a condition as good as the new road for 
many years. 

Georgia counties are losing probably hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in the aggre- 
gate every year through inadequate main- 
tenance, and usually no maintenance at all, 
of the roads they have built at great expense. 

A 25-mile road almost anywhere in Geor- 
gia is just as valuable a thing as a modern 
railway locomotive. Yet every time that 
locomotive comes in from a hundred-mile 
run it is taken to the round house, carefully 
inspected, oiled and cleaned and every bolt 
and nut about it is tightened. 

A little of the same sort of treatment for 


the good roads now being built throughout 


this state would mean the saving, in the 
ageregate, of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to Georgia counties every year.

Here’s a wholesome little “cotton sermon” 
from The Nashville (Ark.) Times: 

“Cotton growing is like selecting a wife 
—it’s a game of chance. The “chance” is a 
100 to 1 more sure of a good wife or a good 
cotton price if you got a good food crop to 
back it up with. It is to be hoped that the 
g00d cotton price this year will not make 
the farmer raise an over supply of.

My advice to you 
would be not to get scared, but stick to your 
guns. You can make cotton still, and make 
it at a profit. I notice you are in the mer- 
cantile business, and if you are doing much 
furnishing I’d be a bit careful, cutting down 
the amounts from what they have been here- 
tofore, but not cutting them out altogether. 

Your weevil damage next year should not 
be heavy—certainly not over 25 per cent with 
a fair season. The next year it will proba- 
bly be some worse, but wherever a Man does 
good farming he can make three-fourths of 
a crop when the weevil is at its worst. 

“On the home place in Mississippi, Wes 
(Amy’s husband) has done quite well in 
fighting the weevil, making good crops ev- 
ery year. You might say the weevils have 
been there for three years now, and in 1313 
he got 28 bales on 38 acres; in 1912, 42 bales 
on 57 acres; and this year on between 60 and 
65 acres he has already packed 26 bales, and 
will get at least six more. Weevils haven't 
hurt at all this year, but the drought has 
been fierce. 

“When the weevils hit him I told him not 
to get excited, and try to find some crop to 
take the place of cotton; but to make his liv- 
ing strictiy at-home and then raise all ‘the 
cotton he could. He's done this, and I be- 


lieve this is the best advice I can give you |

“You may be interested to know that I 
have lately bought 120 acres of the home 
sjlace; this gives me 440 acres in a body, and 
i expect before long to do some tall farm- 
ing on it.”

There is one encouraging feature about 
the delivery of rural mail by automobile, 
namely: It is bound to arouse the federai 
government to the need of federal inspection 
of the highways travereed by rural carriers, 
and the withdrawing of the rural servico 
from such counties or individuals that are 
negligent in properly maintaining the public 
roads. 

In the past the roads are supposed to have 
been inspected under federal direction, but 
such inspections have been a farce. Rural 
carriers, at times, can scarcely make their 
way over roads in a horse-drawn vehicle, but 
has anyone ever heard of the government 
positively forcing road improvement in such 
cases? as

Effects of Reserve Banks. 
Change to Eastern Time 
Urged by Strauss. 


Atlanta and the south were assured 
that there would be no more business 
depressions, such as existed up until 
a@ few months ago, by Joseph A. Mc- 
Cord, governor of the Atlanta federal 
reserve bank, in an interesting address 
before the Atlanta Retail Merchants’ 
association at lunch in the Hotel Ans- 
ley yesterday at noon. The federal re- 
serve banking system has insured 
against any general financial and com- 
mercial stringency in future, he de- 
clared. 

“There will be future panics in this 
country,” he said, “contingencies al- 
Ways to be reckoned with, but they 
will be individual, such as stock and 
real estate panics. Never fear that 
financial stringency or business de- 
pression will ever again be general, 
nor that there will be industrial, agri- 
cultural or commercial panics as long 
as the federal réserve system pre- 
vails.” 

Benefit to Southern Industries. 

Mr. McCord explained that the mani- 
fold ramifications of the federal re- 
serve system, extending to every phase 
of productive commerce, curtailed the 
possibility of future money stringency. 
Many examples of the reserve system’s 
service to southern industries and pro- 
ducing institutions were recited in sup- 
port of his assertion that the federal 
banks were the country’s most advan- 
tageous financial institutions. 

The subject of his address was “The 
Relation of the Federal Reserve Bank 
to the Retail Merchant,’ show ing, 
through the varied phases of the sys- 
tem how, through producer, middleman 
and other agencies of commerce, the 
retail merchant profited. 

“If France or Germany had endured 
a credit and loan system such as ours 
prior to tine inauguration of the fed- 
eral reserve banking system,” he stated 
in conclusion, “neither of those coun- 
tries would have survived the war thus 
far.” 

Strauss Discusses Eastern Time. 

Another feature of the meeting was 
the address delivered by David H. 
Strauss in behalf of the movement to 
change Atlanta's time from central to 
eastern, so that the day might’be ad- 
vanced an hour. The credit men will 
seek, between now and the next meet- 
ing, to obtain the co-operation of other 
of the city’s public-spirited bodies. 

That the movement to change to 
eastern time will be extended over the 
entire state where central time is now 
used was indicated by W. S. Byck, who, 
at the close of the address by Mr. 
Strauss, suggested that the campaign 
not be confined to Atlanta, but devoted 
to the state in general. 

Fifteen postoffices in the 
petitioned Mr. Strauss for Atlanta to 
adopt eastern time. The advantages 
of the proposed change in time, as out- 
lined by the speaker, included the se- 
curing of more daylight for active 
working hours; reduction in cost of ar- 
tificial illumination and elimination of 
inconvenience to the traveling public. 

President F. J. Paxon annvcunced that 
reports from all civic organizations in 
regard to the time advancement pro- 
posal would be submitted to the meet- 
ing of the retail merchants two weeks 
hence.
